the  thirteenth  chapter  of  First  Corinthians:  “If 
I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor  and  If 
I  give  my  body  to  be  burned  (or  that  I  may 
glory)  and  have  not  love,  it  profltetb  me  noth¬ 
ing."

Not  that  the 
old  machine  was  worfa  out;  It  Is  In  vary  good 
condition:  but  the  figures  have  out  grown  It.  It 
lakes  a  machine  now  that  talks  in  hundreds  of 
thousands  to  keep  up  with  the  work  Mlsalsippi 
Baptists  are  doing. 
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more  upon  a  peace  basts,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
problem  of  unemployment,  and  the  appalling  and 
pinching  increase  of  the  high  cost  of  living.  Fur 
above  all  else,  it  would  seem,  is  this  well  nigh  all 
prevailing  feeling  among  the  workers,  that  the 
fair  promise  held  out  so  alluringly  of  the  land  we 
love  being  made  a  country  fit  for  heroes  to  live  in 
and  labor  in,  is  not  being  liquidated.  These  things 
and  others  of  a  kind  may  suggest,  if  they  do  not 
fully  explain,  why  the  working  class  have  at  last 
risen  In  revolt  on  such  a  scale  as  to  make  It  now 
the  world  over  the  most  alarming  feature  of  our 
social  life;  and  they  should  also  make  our  people 
generally,  but  Christians  in  particular,  concerned 
any  sympathetic  enouxbt  to  set  about  to  under¬ 
stand  and  realise  the  nature  of  the  problem  and 
the  possibility  of  its  solution. 

It  must  be  more  fully  realised  that  the  condi¬ 
tions,  hardships  and  disappointments  complained 
of  by  the  working  class  are  to  some  extent  exist 
ent,  and  are  largely  the  normal  and  inevitable  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  wage-earningcclaas  under  the  pres¬ 
ent  Industrial  system.  Bnt  the  labor  revolt  Is 
not  a  mere  blind  or  ms0  recoil  from  existing  con 
dltions.  There  is  abundant  proof  that  it  is  a  con¬ 
scious  and  deliberate  facing  toward  a  new  order 
of  things,  a  determined,  collective  attempt  to  apply 
new'  principles  and  bring  about  the  practice  of 
new  methods  in  the  ownership,  control  and  or¬ 
ganization  of  industry. 

It  is  easy  for  the  thoughtless  to  set  it  down  to 
ignorance  and  madness,  to  say  that  the  workers 
in  their  effort  to  secure  redress  of  their  fancied 
or  actual  wrongs,  ignore  or  disregard  the  Inter¬ 
ests  of  society  at  large.  But,  while  It  must  be 
conceded  that  both  in  the  old  world  and  in  this 
country  there  have  been  too  many  of  the  workers 
ready  to  carry  on  a  class  warfare  by  the  most  vio¬ 
lent  and  autocratic  methods,  notably  In  Russia 
and  Hungary,  even  in  parts  of  the  old  world,  and 
certainly  in  parts  of  our  own  fair  land,  the  lead 
ers  of  labor  in  general  have  been  as  truly  concern 
ed  as  those  of  any  class,  to  draw  away  the  work¬ 
ers  from  radicalism,  especially  from  the  danger¬ 
ous  paths  leading  inevitably  to  the  social  catas¬ 
trophe  and  the  wreck  of  their  own  best  hopes. 

Leaving  out  of  view  now  the  self-seeking  dema¬ 
gogue.  It  is  doubtful  if  we  yet  appreciate  as  we 
should  the  part  the  best  of  the  labor  leaders  have 
played  in  restraining  extremists  and  keeping  the 
masses  of  workers  within  bounds.  We  owe  it  to 
them,  no  less  than  to  the  common  sense  and  self- 
control  of  the  working  people  of  America  as  a 
whole,  that  the  revolt  of  labor  has  not  flared  up 
Into  a  revolutionary  counter-assault  upon  the 
classes  and  the  Institutions  of  the  present  order 
that  oppose  them. 

We  owe  it  to  them  in  no  small  degree  that  the 
late  organized  effort  at  bomb-planting  and  bomb- 
throwing  in  America  was  nipped  In  the  bud,  and 
that  the  strikes  that  have  broken  out  threatening¬ 
ly  since.  In  many  parts  of  the  country  have  not 
Issued  in  a  general  nation-wide  strike  bringing 
the  business  of  the  w'hole  country,  or  wide  sections 
of  It,  to  a  disastrous  stand  still.  The  so-called 
"edict"  of  the  railway  brotherhods  barked  by  the 
American  Federation  of  L«abor  summed  up  by 
one  of  the  labor  leaders  in  these  words:  "Labor 
demands  that  America  become  now  the  land  of  in¬ 
dustrial  freedom,  as  it  has  already  become  the 
land  of  political  freedom."  has.  under  the  spell  of 
the  President's  message  and  the  pressure  of  pub¬ 
lic  opinion,  resulted  in  a  prompt  disclaimer  of  any 
effort  on  the  part  of  these  leaders  to  carry  their 
point  by  threat  or  coercion.  Even  though  they 
claim  for  the!.-  plan  In  dealing  with  the  railroads, 
the  pressing  problems  of  the  high  cost  of  living, 
that  it  Is  the  onlfr  one  that  promises  a  solution  of 
in  submitting  it  they  quoted  appreciatively  Presi¬ 
dent  Wilson's  words  about  Labor  and  Capital  com 
Ing  to  an  understanding,  realizing  their  mutual  re- 
recognized  goal  some  system  of  co-operation  and 
lations  and  Interdependence  and  having  as  their 
profit-sharing. 

There  is  nothing  very  threatening  in  this  sure¬ 
ly.  It  is  but  one  of  many  Incidental  proofs  that, 
except  among  aliens  and  extremists,  it  Is  now  gen¬ 
erally  recognised  that  Capital  and  Labor  must 
share  together  in  some  way  that  will  be  lust  and 
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left  in  the  world  today  that  must  not  be  partisan, 
of  course. — that  must  not  take  sides  in  a  partisan 
spirit;  that  means  that  she  must,  as  occasion  de¬ 
mands.  "stand  above  the  battle"  in  order  to  In¬ 
terpret  the  struggle  in  terms  of  moral  progress 
and  spiritual  vision. 

It  behoove*  us  as  Christians,  no  less  than  as  the 
members  of  the  brotherhood  of  humanity,  to  try 
to  understand  the  rise  and  the  revolt  of  the  work¬ 
ing  class — to  get  at  the  "root  cause."  as  some  one 
has  put  it.  Mr.  Taft  was  right  certainly  when  be 
said  of  Bolshevism:  "We  owe  it  to  ourtelves  as 
well  as  to  the  Bolshevists  at  least  to  try  to  under¬ 
stand  it;  and  this  Involves  knowing  something  of 
Its  family  history  as  well  as  Its  clinical  history. 
Much  of  the  prevailing  fever  and  unrest  is  due 
beyond  question  to  the  sufferings,  privations  and 
social  dislocations  caused  by  the  war,  involving 
not  the  working  class  only  but  organised  society 
the  world  over.  1  ssk  you  to  deal  with  some¬ 
thing  less  colossal  and  all  inclusive  and  more  spe¬ 
cific  and  palpable — namely  the  present  day  indus¬ 
trial  unrest  and  upheave!,  in  a  sense,  of  course, 
that  is  organically  a  part  of  the  tremendous  politi¬ 
cal  upheaval  going  on  in  one  form  or  another  ev¬ 
erywhere.  But  in  thought  at  least  and  for  the 
purposes  of  this  hour  the  industrial  uprising  may 
be  distinguished  from  the  great  world  problem 
as  a  whole,  and  may  be  dealt  with  In  response  to 
the  challenge  of  the  moment  as  a  distinct  but  vital¬ 
ly  correlated  problem.  The  secret  cause,  the  tap¬ 
root  of  it  so  to  speak,  must  be  sought  in  the  pre¬ 
vailing  conviction  of  the  workers  of  our  day  that 
something  in  the  present  order  is  sadly  wrong, 
that  fundamental  changes  in  the  organization  and 
control  of  Industry  must  somehow  be  made,  in  the 
Interest  primarily  of  labor,  but  also  ot  the  com¬ 
munity  at  large— especially  the  employer. 

The  war  did  not  create,  but  it  did  deepen  this 
conviction.  It  helped,  probably  greatly  to  reveal 
the  defects  ot  the  pre-war  organization  and  meth¬ 
ods  of  business  and  the  prewar  methods  of  con¬ 
ducting  the  nation’s  enterprises.  The  national 
emergency  imposed  upon  the  warriors  and  work¬ 
ers  alike,  those  toiling  at  home  no  less  than  those 
fighting  overseas,  many  heavy  burdens  and  hard 
deprivations.  Some  of  these  were  felt  to  be  un¬ 
avoidable.  but  others  were  seen  to  be  due  to  an 
imperfect  order  and  system  of  things  that  had 
been  allowed  to  grow  up  to  the  advantage  of  the 
fortunate  few  but  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  toll¬ 
ing  many.  These  things  were  borne,  however, 
by  the  workers  as  well  as  the  warriors,  with 
heroic  and  unmurmuring  fortitude  In  the  main 
during  the  war  because  ot  the  sustaining  hope  ot 
the  workers  of  both  sorts  of  welcoming  or  bring¬ 
ing  about  a  transformed  social  order  when  the 
war  was  over. 

They  saw  and  heard  everywhere  a  promise  held 
out  by  their  leaders  and  counsellors,  encouraging 
them  during  the  darkest  days  of  the  war  to  work 
and  fight  on  till  victory  crowned  their  efforts,  as¬ 
sured  that  a  thorough-going  reorganization  ot  so¬ 
ciety— a  reconstruction  of  the  business  world  in 
the  interest  of  the  workers — would  follow.  Now, 
whatever  else  the  revolt  of  labor  which  we  are 
called  to  face  today  means,  it  means  that  the 
working  class  Is  clamoring  -for  the  liquidation  of 
that  promise.  It  means  that  the  leaven  at  work 
In  the  measures  or  me  1— long  before  the  war  be¬ 
gan.  but  held  fn  abeyance  during  the  war— is  fer¬ 
menting  again:  and.  if  I  read  'be  signs  aright.  It 
will  never  again  cease  its  fermenting*  till  the 
whole  mass  is  leavened. 

Incidental,  ot  course,  to  the  close  of  a  cata¬ 
clysmic  war  which  wrought  such  wholesale  eco¬ 
nomic  dislocations  and  entailed  such  colossal 
losses  of  life  and  property,  has  resulted  the  com¬ 
plex  problem  and  task  of  placing  business  one*

1  have  said  or  suggested  enough,  1  trust,  to 
convince  all  reasonable  minds  of  both  classes,  that 
It  Is  not  achievement  enough  to  have  won  the  war 
"to  make  the  world  safe  for  Democracy."  The 
greater  task  yet  remains  to  be  achieved,  "to 
make  Democracy  safe  for  the  world."  While  on 
the  one  hand  we  are  glad  after  such  a  victory  to 
be  demobilising  our  military  forces  we  need  on  the 
other  to  feel  to  the  utmost  the  necessity  that  is 
upon  us  to  mobilise  our  moral  and  religious  forces 
for  the  completion  of  the  great  work  upon  which 
we  have  but  entered.  Even  a  Herbert  Spencer 
could  see  that  “you  can  not  get  golden  conduct  out 
of  leaden  lives."  A  higher  wisdom  assures  us 
that  "only  the  bouse  of  the  righteous  shall  stand,” 
Indeed,  "except  the  Lord  build  the  house  they  la¬ 
bor  In  vain  that  build  It"  There  is  as  little  hope 
of  a  Godless  socialistic  Industrialism  as  there  is 
of  a  godless  and  barbarous  militarism.  The  or¬ 
ganism  is  of  the  same  character  as  the  cells  that 
compose  It  The  Industrial  or  social  aggregation 
Is  no  better  than  the  individuals  that  contribute 
to’  the  making  of  it  It  was  to  a  master  in  Israel 
that  Jesus  said,  dealing  with  the  new  social  order 
which  he  came  to  Inaugurate.  '"Except  a  man  be 
born  again  he  can  not  see  the  iKngdom  of  God." 
Art  thou  a  master  in  Israel  and  knowest  not  these 
things?"  "We  want  more  of  democracy  and  less 
of  autocraccy  ip  industry,"  Is  the  cry.  "Nothing 
short  of  this  will  settle  our  present  trouble,"  la 
the  threat.  But  that  alone,  even  If  realiaed, 
would  go  but  a  short  way  toward  settling  our 
troubles. 

Not  only  must  Industry  be  democratised,  in 
such  a  way  that  the  workers'  human  value  shall 
be  respected,  but.  If  social  progress  Is  to  be  served 
and  secured,  both  employer  and  employee  must 
be  In  some  real  sense  transformed.  "The  King¬ 
dom  of  God  is  within  you,"  and  not  until  it  comes 
with  transforming  power  within,  will  It  come  In 
any  efficiency  without 

I/et  me  quote  an  utterance  and  cite  an  example. 
"The  relations  of  men  engaged  in  Industry  are 
human  relations.  Men  do  not  live  merely  to  toil, 
but  to  love,  to  mingle  with  their  felloes,  to  play 
and  to  worship.  The  test  of  the  success  of  our 
Boolal  organization  is  the  extent  to  which  every 
man  is  free  to  realize  his  highest  and  best  self; 
and  in  considering  any  economic  or  political  prob¬ 
lem  that  fundamental  fact  should  be  recognized. 
If  In  the  conduct  of  Industry,  therefore,  the  man¬ 
ager  koeps  in  mind  that  in  dealing  with  employes 
he  is  dealing  with  bum*  beings,  with  flesh  and 
blood,  with  hearts  and  souls,  and  if,  likewise,  the 
workmen  realize  that  the  managers  and  Investors 
are  themselves  also  human  beings,  how  much  bit¬ 
terness  would  be  avoided,  hdw  much  better  would 
It  ber 

These  are  not  the  words  of  a  preacher  or  an 
idealistic  dreamer  of  Utopia,  but  of  a  well  known 
capitalist  and  business  man— John  D.  Rockefeller. 
Jr.  Moreover  he  has  not  confined  himself  to 
dealing  with  the  matter  In  the  abstract,  content 
to  express  himself  In  cogent  and  striking  sent¬ 
ences.  He  haa  translated  bis  noble  Ideas  Into 
the  concrete — he  has  put  his  theories  into  prac¬ 
tice  with  the  most  gratifying  success.  A  few 
years  ago  his  great  plant  In  Colorado  was  the 
storm  center  of  industrial  unrest  in  America.  But 
today  what  is  known  as  "the  Colorado  Plan"  Is 
not  only  working  like  a  charm  In  Colorado,  but 
has  been  adopted  by  the  Standard  Oil  Company 
in  all  its  plants  and  In  essence  by  numberless 
other  groat  business  plants  all  over  the  country. 
It  was  developed  by  experience  and  has  stood  the 
test  of  experience. 

It  is  in  fact  the  translation  of  these  sentences

od  of  continuous  personal  contact  and  friendly 
conference  between  employer  and  employee,  dis¬ 
cussing  together  and  deciding  for  the  good  of  all 
concerned  all  matters  In  dispute  between  them.

may  1  not  add  Christianity?  has  been  notably 
illustrated  here  In  our  city  In  Ballard's  Flour  • 
Mills,  noted  the  world  over,  the  Louisville  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  the  Louisville  Varnish  Com¬ 
pany,  as  It  has  also  been  elsewhere  by  the  Inter¬ 
national  Harvester  Company,  the  Bethlehem  Steel 
Company  and  the  Eastman  Kodak  Company.  Then 
a  host  of  others,  business  firms  and  institutions, 
great  and  small,  have  caught  the  contagion,  taken 
up  the  idea,  and  are  honestly  working  It  out  as 
best  they  can  to  meet  their  own  peculiar  condi¬ 
tions  and  needs.  But  even  beyond1  this,  let  us 
not  forget,  there  are  numberless  Industrial  organ¬ 
izations  which,  without  noise  or  announcement  of 
any  radical  change,  have  undergone  more  or  lees 
complete  readjustment  and  are  carrying  on  their 
business  from  day  to  day  without  Ul-wlll,  which 
partly  for  that  very  reason  have  not  been  brought 
tnto  the  limelight. 

I  would  not  be  understood,  however,  as  advanc¬ 
ing  this  Idea  of  representation,  personal  contact 
and  cooperation  in  Industry  as  the  final  solution 
of  the  whole  great  problem.  That  problem  Is  too 
complex  and  too  deeply  rooted  In  human  memories' 
and  passions  to  be  settled  off-hand  by  any  newly 
made  plan  or  change  of  system.  But  this  much 
we  have  learned,  certainly.  It  is  more  than  a  class 
issue.  It  Is  more  than  a  question  of  co-operative 
service  In  production.  It  Is  a  question  of  an  un¬ 
derstanding  heart,  a  light  spirit,  right  Intention, 
right  character.  This  is  the  only  sure  road  to 
true  Industrial  peace,  and  real  human  progress. 
No  victory  of  Labor  over  Capital,  or  of  Capital 
over  Labor  can  be  of  vital  and  lasting  value.  For 
either  one  to  assault  the  other  is  as  sensible  as 
for  one  horse  of  a  pair  hitched  to  a  load,  to  kick 
htj  mate  to  death  to  lighten  bis  load.  Ood  forbid 
that  the  prevailing  class  madness  should  settle 
down  into  a  malignant  fever.  Wise  old  Ben 
Franklin  was  right,  "We  must  hang  together  or 
we  will  hang  separately."  And  the  great  Apostle 
Paul  was  wiser  still  when  he  wrote,  "Bear  ye  one 
another’s  burdens  and  so  fulfill  the  law  of 
Christ,"  for  as  Christ  himself  reminds  us,  "One  Is 
your  Master  even  Christ  and  all  ye  are  brethren."

Tennessee,  voluntarily  at  this  end  of  the 
campaign,  says  he  will  gladly  give  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  the  campaign,  fifty  thousand 
a  year.  What  will  he  do  when  the  fire  catches  the 
Baptist  forests?  What  a  noble  gift  this  Is.  What 
an  Illustration  of  devotion  to  Christ's  cause.  What 
a  challenge  to  other  laymen  of  the  8outh.  Who 
will  match  Brother  Jennings?  8ome  must  go  be¬ 
yond  him.

A  Oreat  Little  Country  Church  Heard  From 
Dr.  W.  8.

Under  the  Inspiring  leadership  of 
this  great  agent  of  our  Sunday  School  Board,  the 
church  agreed  to  give  five  hundred  dollars  to 
pastors  salary  and  five  of  Its  members  agreed  to 
give  twenty  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  campaign.

Another  fine  Baptist  layman  on  the 
floor  of  the  association  acknowledged  that  be 
had  at  first  felt  that  75  millions  waa  too  large  a 
sum  to  try  to  raise,  but  now  saw  the  only  ob¬ 
jection  U>  It  is  that  it  Is  too  small. 

The  Nolachucky  Association  met  with  the 
church  .at  Bulls  Gap.  The  brebren  were  not  only 
glad  to  have  me  speak,  but  gave  me  nearly  half 
of  a  day  and  wanted  me  to  talk  on  and  on. 
With  great  enthusiasm  they  proposed  to  raise 
$150, 00D. 00. 

At  Sevlervllle,  where  t$e  western  and  eastern 
branches  unite  to  form  Pigeon  River,  Is  the  P rea¬ 
pe  reus  county  seat  of  the  rich  county  of  Sevier. 

I  spent  a  day  there  with  the  representative*  of 
the  Sevier  County  Baptist*.  They  are  vigorous 
and  progressive  and  accepted  $35,000  as  their 
share  of  the  75  Million  Campaign. 

The  Chllhowle  Association  clamored  for  $»0,- 
000.00  as  their  share,  and  are  assured  that  they 
will  raise  every  celnt  of  It. 

The  Kpox  County  Association  with  01 
churches  Includes  the  City  of  Knoxville.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  these  churches  met  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Knoxville,  and  with  great  en¬ 
thusiasm  proposed  to  underwrite  $500,000.00 
The  Campaign  ha*  not  only  a  business  aspect 
but  Is  deeply  spiritual  and  evangelistic.  One  of 
the  most  spiritual  meetings  It  has  ever  been 
my  pleasure  to  attend  was  the  one  at  Sevlervllle. 
In  which  this  whole  matter  of  raising  75  Million 
was  discussed.  After  presenting  the  matter  on 
Sunday,  In  one  case  where  the  General  Director 
presented  the  campaign,  a  grown  strong  man

Rev.  C.  M.  Morris  assisted  J.  O.  Buckley  in  a 
great  meeting  at  Bethany  Church  near  Prentiss. 
Twenty-one  were  baptized.  He  also  helped  Pas¬ 
tor  Gunn  in  a  meeting  at  GoodWater  near  Moe- 
han.  eighteen  for  baptism.  He  says  that  Brother 
Gunn  and  his  people  are  waging  a  holy  warfare 
in  these  parts. 

The  child  who  frequently  repeated  the  hymn 
in  which  occurs  the  lines, 

“Satan  trembels  when  he  sees 
The  weakest  saint  upon  his  knees," 
asked  the  following  question  of  its  nurse:  “But 
what  was  the  little  saint  doing  on  Satan's 
knees?” — Spectator. 

Moody  Bible  Institute  of  Chicago  will  have  a 
Russian  course  In  its  curriculum,  to  prepare  Rus¬ 
sian  Christian  students  without  charge  for  work 
among  Russians  anywhere.  There  are  said  to  be 
30,000  Russians  in  Chicago  alone,  only  100  of 
whom  are  known  to  have  become  Christians. 
This  Is  a  good  way  to  counteract  Bolshevism  at 
its  roots. 

The  Irish  Presbyterian  General  Assembly 
voted  on  the  question  of  excluding  from  the 
churches  those  who  manufacture  or  sell  Intox¬ 
icating  liquor  for  beverage.  The  motion  was  lost 
236  it  101.  This  reminds  us  of  the  scripture, 
"The  time  Is  come  that  Judgment  must  begin  at 
the  house  of  God ....  what  shall  the  end  be  of 
them  that  obey  not  the  gospel." 

A  pastor  send  this  part  of  a  letter  which  he  re¬ 
cently  received:  “The  Lord's  blessing  being  upon 
my  business  the  past  two  years,  gratefully,  the 
first  of  this  year  1  resolved  to  contribute  two- 
tenths  instead  of  one  tenth  and  he  has  prospered 
me  the  more.  There  is  t  great  Joy  and  blessing 
In  using  what  the  Lord  gives  in  a  way  that  will 
honor  and  glorify  him.  How  1  wish  the  brethren 
could  know!” 

Of  course  a  few  soldier  boys  come  back  spoil¬ 
ed,  but  their  number  was  small.  Most  of  them  are 
models  of  modesty  In  refraining  from  explolntg 
their  work  in  the  army.  They  often  remind  us  of 
the  words  which  our  Lord  put  Into  the  mouth  of 
another:  “We  are  only  unprofitable  servants,  we 
have  done  that  which  it  was  our  duty  to  do." 
They  are  a  rebuke  to  some  Christians  who  are 
puffed  up  by  what  theyhave  done  or  offended 
because  they  are  not  appreciated. 

E.  Stein  who  many  years  ago  was  a 
missionary  in  China  under  appointment  of  our 
Foreign  Mission  Board  will  return  to  Canton  as 
foster  mother  to  Miss  Grace  Joy  Lewis,  a  young 
Chinese  woman  who  goes  under  the  appointment 
of  our  board  as  a  missionary  to  Canton,  to  loach 
in  a  girls'  boarding  school.  Miss  Lewis  is  a 
native  of  California,  graduated  with  honor  from 
the  high  school  and  from  the  University  of  Cal¬ 
ifornia  with  the  degree  of  M.  A.  Read  Gelations 
4:27.

He,  being  the  County  Publicity  Man, 
turned  around  and  went  home  and  spent  the  en¬ 
tire  day  In  the  meeting.  Brother  Elledge,  of 
Iuka,  another  business  man.  cancelled  a  business 
engagement  to  attend  this  meeting.  This  Is  one 
of  the  beet  indications  of  the  success  of  this  cam¬ 
paign.  When  Christian  business  men  lay  busi¬ 
ness  aside  for  Kingdom  work,  we  may  expect  re¬ 
sults.  District  One,  consisting  of  Holmes,  Yasoo, 
Madison,  Sharkey,  Warren,  Hinds.  Rankin,  Co¬ 
piah,  Simpson  and  Smith,  is  organised  with  the 
exception  of  two  men.  We  are  watching  with 
Interest  to  see  which  district  is  going  to  lead,  'tfe 
are,  also,  interested  In  knowing  which  county  will 
be  the  first  to  complete  its  organization. 


HOW  BAPTISTS  SHOULD  THINK  OF  THIS 
'  CAMPAIGN 

tR.  B.  Gunter,  Publicity  Director! 

1.  Concerning  requests  made  of  any  one  dur¬ 

ing  the  Baptist  75  Million  Campaign  we  should 
all  feel  that  they  are  for  Baptist  business  for 
the  purpose  of  Introducing  Christ  wherever  mau 
is  found.  If  the  campaign  succeeds  it  is  but  the 
success  of  the  denomination  to  which  I  belong 
working  In  the  field  of  world  Christianization. 
Then  when  1  am  called  upon  to  take  part  and 
help. others  to  witness  for  Christ  it  is  my  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  enlarge  my  ow  n  life.  No  man  can 'work 
separate  and  alone  as  well  as  he  can  In  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  others.  Again  It  should  be  remembered 
that  I  am  called  upon  to  take  part  in  this  great 
work  because  those  asking  me  have  confidence 
in  my  ability.  If  I  fail  to  co-operate.  I  not  only 
lose  the  confidence  of  the  person  who  calls  for 
me  for  co-operation  and  thereby  hurt  the  cause 
of  Christianity,  but  I  hurt  myself.  The  man  who 
hurried  his  talent  hurt  himself,  but  the  man  who 
used  well  those  entrusted  to  him  grew  by  using 
them  well.  If  the  Lord  has  Inspired  this  move¬ 
ment,  It  will  succeed,  and  woe  betide  the  man 
who  tries  to  block  It.  Any  man  may  refuse  to 
serve.  There  will  be  no  conscriptions— the  cam¬ 
paign  will  put  through  by  volunteers.  If  a  man 
draws  back  from  this  work,  he  should  be  very 
certain  before  doing  so  that  the  Lord  is  not  In 
it.  For  if  this  work  is  o(  the  Lord,  success  is 
sure  and  the  opposer  Is  against  the  Lord.  In  first 
Samuel  15:28  the  prophet  said  to  Saul:  "Jehovah 
hath  ren  the  Kingdom  of  Israel  from  thee  this 
day.  and  hath  given  it  to  a  neighbor  of  Iblne, 
that  is  better  than  thou”  Read  this  verse  again 
and  again  before  decllng  to  serve,  for  if  the 
campaign  be  of  the  Lord,  He  knows  before  it  was 
launched  that  He  bad  enough  servants  to  make  It 
succeed.  * 

2.  The  personnel  of  the  campaign  should  also 
cause  us  to  ask  if  this  movement  is  not  of  the 
Lord.  We  believe  the  Lord  has  servants  in  our 
Seminaries.  And  these  Seminaries  are  backing 
the  movement.  One  of  them  is  lending  its  presi¬ 
dent,  Dr.  L.  R.  Scarborough,  to  the  campaign 
We  have  faith  In  Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrell.  the  man 
whom  the  Lord  has  trusted  for  many  years.  His 
soul  is  In  this  work.  There  is  no  man  more  hon¬ 
ored.  or  more  influential  in  any  of  the  pulpits 
than  Dr.  George  W.  Truett.  He  is  chairman  of  teh 
Executive  Committee  for  the  campaign.  And  time 
would  fall  me  were  I  undertake  to  enumerate 
the  faithful  ones  in  all  the  states  who  are  putting 
their  life  into  this  great  movement.  Two  laymen 
last  week  proposed  to-  give  85,000  each  when 
the  drive  begins.  Some  of  the  most  prominent 
businest  men  are  leaving  off  other  obligations 
in  order  to  get  into  this,  the  biggest  task,  which 
has  confronted  Southern  Baptists.  Brother  A.  E. 


Jennings  of  Memphis  has  gone  down  for  11M,- 
000.00.  Many  church  are  accepting  large  quotas. 
One  of  the  most  sacrificing  gifts  since  the  cam¬ 
paign  began  was  made  by  a  lady  in  Jackson, 
Mississippi.  She  is  eighty  years  of  age  and  a  reg¬ 
ular  attendant  at  church  and  Sunday  school  in 
the  first  Baptist  church  She  receives  a  pension 
of  950.00  a  year.  This  la  her  living  except  what 
she  makes  on  her  garden  which  she  works  with 
her  own  hands.  She  said  the  first  of  \he  year 
that  If  she  could  sell  816.00  worth  of  tomatoes 
this  year,  that  she  could  make  donations  to  all 
of  the  denominational  work  Just  as  she  had  been 
doing.  She  has  sold  her  tomatoes  and  received 
815.00.  giving  85.00  of  this  amount  to  help  her 
church  put  the  Baptist  Record  in  every  borne 
In  order  that  the  Information  which  It  carries 
may  inspire  the  readers,  increase  their  interest 
in  the  campaign  and  bring  success  during  the 
drive.  It  looks  very  much  as  If  the  Lord  Is  lead¬ 
ing  on.  A  big  mill  man  said  last  week:  “When 
I  hear  of  a  great  movement  like  this,  the  first 
thing  1  do  is  to  look  to  see  who  la  behind  it." 
Will  you  look  and  see  If  any  of  the  irreligious 
people  are  pushing  this  campaign?  When  yon 
shall  have  done  this,  then  choose  the  aide  yoi 
will  take. 

2.  Every  Baptist  should  think  of  the  Import¬ 
ance  of  working  according  to  the  program  oat- 
lined  by  the  Headquarters  Committee.  During 
the  Centenary  Drive  it  was  urged  that  everybody 
follow  instructions  furnished  by  the  Central 
Committee.  When  the  Drive  was  over  it  was 
found  that  in  every  case  where  this  was  done 
that  the  churches  raised  their  quota,  but  in 
every  case  where  the  workers  did  not  follow  in¬ 
structions,  they  failed  to  reach  the  quota. 

This  is  team  work.  Much  time  will  be  saved 
If  every  one  will  use  the  cards  and  other  forms 
furnished  from  this  office.  This  will  save  not 
only  time  but  money  as  well. 

4.  Mississippi  Baptists  should  think  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  rampalgu.  and  of  the  far- 
reaching  effects  of  such  a  movement.  This  is  the 
first  program  Baptists  have  ever  made  which 
Included  all  of  the  things  commanded  In  the 
Great  Commiaslon.  We  care  for  orphans,  aged 
ministers,  the  sick,  the  education  of  pur  youth 
in  a  religious  atmosphere,  for  our  church-build¬ 
ing  work,  our  Sunday  School  work,  our  Enlist¬ 
ment  work,  all  of  our  state  Interests.  Homo  Mis¬ 
sion  work  and  Foreign  Mission  work.  All  of  this 
Is  In  one  program. 

Mr.,  Frank  Burkhglter,  secular  press  Publicity 
Directory,  sends  the  following:

They  are  unanimous  In  their 
Judgment  that  the  country  Baptists  are  eager  to 
take  hold  of  the  76  Million  Campaign.  I  am 
tremendously  Impressed  with  the  work  these 
secretaries  are  doing,  especially  In  the  rural  sec¬ 
tions. 

The  Sunday  Schopl  Men  have  already  held 
1083  Institutions,  mainly  In  the  country  districts, 
and  have  reached  workers  In  from  four  or  five 
thousand  country  churches.  At  these  meetings 
they  have  taught  the  Bible,  8unday  school 
methods,  and  put  upon  the  heart  of  this  great 
rural  folk  the  call  of  the  Kingdom  of  Qod.  They 
have  carried  Information.  Inspiration,  and  organ¬ 
ization  to  the  very  heart  of  Southern  Zion.  In 
some  states  from  three  to  four  Institutes  have 
been  held  In  central  places  In  every  association 
In  the  state.  The  results  of  the  work  of  this 
group  of  men  are  simply  limitless  In  far-reach¬ 
ing  and  tremendous  power. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Secretaries  are  doing  a  like 
glorious  work  with  the  young  people  of  our  city, 
village  and  country  churches.  1  am  unable  to 
find  words  to  express  the  Joy  I  find  In  the  re" 
ports  that  have  come  to  me  from  the  work  these 
men  are  doing.  Certainly  one  of  the  greatest  as¬ 
sets  of  Southern  Baptists  Is  Its  Sunday  School 
Secretary  and  Board,  with  Its  tremendous  force 
of  workers.  I  bless  God  for  this  field  force  of 
the  Sunday  school  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  secretaries.  The 
day  Baptists  quit  the  rural  districts  that  day 
they  begin  to  die.  The  day  Baptists  begin  to  do 
more  for  the  Information,  enlistment  and  mob¬ 
ilization  on  rural  churches,  Is  the  day  they  begin 
to  live  In  the  greatest  possible  fashion. 

One  of  the  most  heartful  words  of  my  soul  to 
Southern  Baptists  today  is  that  In  this  746  Mil¬ 
lion  Dollar  Campaign  they  seek  to  organize  and 
Inform  and  mobilize  every  rural  church,  even 
the  onoa  In  the  remotest  sections.  Let  us  reach  In 
this  movement  the  last  Baptist,  the  one  the  furth-- 
estout.  We  will  sin  against  every  Baptist  whom 
we  do  not  enlist  In  this  big  campaign.  We  need 
the  remotest  Baptist,  the  smallest  country  church 
and  they  need  this  campaign. 

•  From  my  heart  1  cell  on  Southern  Baptists  to 
cooperate  to  the  limit  with  the  field  of  our  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board.  I  thank  God  over  and  over 
again  for  the  enlistment  work  being  done  by  our 
Home  Board,  by  our  Foreign  Board,  and  by  our 
8unday  School  Board,  and  by  the  State  and  As- 
soctattoual  Board.  If  we  can  swing  the  country 
churches  Into  this  big  movement,  they  will  come 
with  the  tread  of  an  army  with  banners,  and  will 
greatly  help  put  over  the  big  campaign.

For  four  years  he  was  Instructor  in  Chem 
Istry  at  the  Texas  A.  A  M.  and  was  research 
chemist  at  the  Dover,  N.  J..  Arsenal  and  for  two 
years  was  foreman  for  the  T.  N.  T.  Line  of  the 
New  Jersey  Powder  Company.

Tha  adequate  support  of  the  pastor  Is 
not  only  a  matter  of  simple  Justice  but  It  Is  enjoin¬ 
ed  by  strong  Scriptural  command;  the  wise 
church  will  also  recognise  that  In  making  gener¬ 
ous  provision  for  the  material  support  of  Its  pas¬ 
tor  that  it  la  proceeding  on  the  wlauat  business 
policy.  When  a  church  la  thoughtful,  anticipates 
every  need  of  the  pastor  and  meets  It  In  a  hearty 
and  generous  way.  that  pastor  la  atlmnlated  and 
encouraged  to  such  an  extent  that  he  will  render 
the  most  effective  service  In  hla  power. 

Will  not  thoughtful  laymen  throughout  the 
South  give  this  matter  serious  consideration  and 
taka  such  steps  as  shall  convince  "them  that  are 
without''  that  God's  people  fully  appreciate  the 
work  of  the  most  valuable  servant  among  us?
